SUBJECT: Meeting with Juri TiAl/S 



1. I met brio fly with Juri RAUS today at the Kosslyn (lot Shoppe

2. I asked flAlfS to relate to me to the t)e3t of his present memory 
how the conversation or conversations had gone betweenC. -3and hjjn on 
this matter. Me told me that HEINE’ had been discusseclin a^mssber of nest- 
ings, along with other topics of mutual interest, over a period of some 
months. There jiad been, general discussion of HETlJE's background and 
story, and~£ ^had continually pointed Out the highly suspect elements 
and the reSscml; for concluding that.. i» was a Soviet agent. PAIiS recall od 
that he understood and agreed with^C- O 1 analysis from his own knowledge 
of the situation in Estonia during the time period involved, !te does

3. RAUS further stated that the faTnous meeting in Now York had in 
fact ikecn provoked (as he put it) by the opposition. Aftor he ;iad pa3scd 
word around to his friends and colleagues about: l;Xr\T lie began to hoar ac- 
cusation.’; against himself (RAUS) to tlio effect that Tie was mounting a per- 
sonal attack or vendetta- against HEINE. Me felt therefore that the matter 
should iio clarifier! once and for all and he Mr-self called the meeting in 
Mew York of loaders of the notional organization of the Legion and leader* 
of the New York Charter. Me emphasized to tne meeting that he had no r’-c T - 
sonnl feud with iillF'-'E .*:<• i that information which be had passed h.ici be'" 
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given to him l>y an official agency Of the government. 



4. ’ ;Vo discussed the. newspaper! articles in the Evening Star of 20 April 
and the New York Times of 21 April.’ RAUfi was not particularly upset, since
